The probationary period is one year.  The appellant must serve 100 hours of1

community service, attend the alcohol safety school, and pay the fine and costs as
conditions of probation.

The appellant filed a statement of the evidence rather than a verbatim transcript.2

The appellant, Mary A. Angus, was convicted of driving while under the influence,

a Class A misdemeanor, by a jury of her peers.  The trial court sentenced the appellant to

pay a fine of $350 and serve eleven months and twenty-nine days in the Humphreys

County Jail.  The trial court suspended all but thirty days of the sentence.   In this Court,1

the appellant contends the evidence contained in the record is insufficient, as a matter of

law, to support a finding by a rational trier of fact that she was guilty of driving while

intoxicated beyond a reasonable doubt.  After a thorough review of the record,  the briefs2

of the parties, and the authorities which govern the issue presented for review, it is the

opinion of this Court the judgment of the trial court should be affirmed pursuant to Rule 20,

Tenn. Ct. Crim. App.
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
